fors of the Land and them only, I mean the 
Poffeffurs of the Inherirance, fhall be deem’a 
Freeholders, and have a Right to be repre~ 
fented———— And this is plain,in that there 
isno need to convey this Right by Deed, 
Sale, Gift, orany Articles or Clank in the 
Sale of the Gift or Eftate———’ Tis a Cone 
fequence in the Nature of the thing, the 
Purchafer cannot quit it, nor the Seller 
With- hold ita 


But 
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But the Rights of the Townsand Corpo- 
retions are of another Nature; a conceded 
itight granted to them, either by the 
Cuftom of the Nation permitting the Mo- 
narc. of by Gift of the Freeholders, which 
Gift may be refum’d by the fame Parlia- 
mentary Authority. 

And there are Intances of this in Memo- 
ry, when the Parliament of England haye 
fulpended a Town from fending Reprefen- 
tatives for a whole Seffion, as the Town of 
Maidftone, Anno 1704, the Town of .... 
the fame Years and a Debate long in the 
Houfe, and I think, a Bill brought into the 
Houle once, about the Year 1697, to de- 
prive the Burrough of, Stockbridge of their 
Claim of being reprefented in Parliament. 

As then the Parliament have Power to 
take away the Right of Towns, they have 
a Right alfo to prefcribe the Number of 
Perfons, by whom the Freeholders are to 
be reprefented ; and if this be notfo, Ide- 
fire to know, how the Number came to be 
fettled ? 

But to go further, 1 would ask, if the 
Parliament have not Power to divide one 
County into two or more, when too large, 
or joyn them when too fmall ? If this be 
doubted, I could give feveral Inftances of 
it in England, as of Ricbmondfhire, which is 
now join’d to rorlfbire, and only reprefent- 
ed by the two rorkfhire Members. 

If any Man fhall dovbt, whether the 
Freeholders are fairly repref-nted, when 
their Number is reduc’d, I hall anfwer ; 
"Tis not the Fewnefs of Perfons chofen, 
which denominate a Reprefentative, but 
the Freedom of Choice: If every Free- 
nolder has his Voice in the Ele&ion, he is 
as duely reprefented in two,as two hundreds 
and Yorkfhire which is twenty times as large 
as Rutiandfhire, chosfes but two Knights of 
the Shire, and is as coripleatly reprefea:ed 
as the other. 

Thus ’tis plain, the Parliament muft be 
allow’d to judge of the Circumftances of that 
Right, which they cannot diffolve, 

And this brings me to that great Que- 
ftion, on which this;whole Affair tucns $ 
and for Want of examining which rightly, 
much of this Clamour in Scotland is unhap- 
pily rais’d, Viz. Whether the Union isa 


limiting the Circumftances of Native Right, — 
cracompleat Diffolvtion, Overturning and 
Refigning the Native Right it felf, FZ 
Mr. #—s aifirms in a Multitude of Pla-
